A  plan  to  deliver  free  restaurant  meals  and  other  aid  to  Harbor  Area  residents 
amid  the  coronavirus  pandemic  is  growing  in  scope  and  will  partially  roll  out 
Friday,  April  10,  with  1,000  grocery  gift  cards  going  to  pre-selected  families. 

A  San  Pedro  native  has  provided  a  half-million  dollar  match  to  the  original 
$500,000  senior  meal  program  Los  Angeles  City  Councilman  Joe  Buscaino 
announced  on  last  week,  as  he  sought  local  restaurants  in  the  Watts-to-San 
Pedro  district  to  participate. 

Chuck  Ursini  Jr.  of  Manhattan  Beach,  a  San  Pedro  native  and  co-founder  of 
Systeml,  stepped  up  with  the  $500,000  donation  last  weekend,  allowing  the 
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program  to  expand.  System  1  in  Venice  Beach  is  an  internet  technology 
company  that  works  with  the  world’s  largest  search  engines  to  enhance  their 
businesses. 

A  GoFundMe  page  is  now  raising  even  more  for  the  L.A.  Harbor  COVID-19 
Relief  Fund  —  which  now  has  a  goal  of  raising  $2  million  total.  CONTINUE

The  Paycheck  Protection  Program  is  a  loan  designed  to  provide  a  direct 
incentive  for  small  businesses  to  keep  their  workers  on  the  payroll. 

SBA  will  forgive  loans  if  all  employees  are  kept  on  the  payroll  for  eight  weeks 
and  the  money  is  used  for  payroll,  rent,  mortgage  interest,  or  utilities. 
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The  loan  will  be  fully  forgiven  if  the  funds  are  used  for  payroll  costs,  interest  on 
mortgages,  rent,  and  utilities  (due  to  likely  high  subscription,  at  least  75%  of  the 
forgiven  amount  must  have  been  used  for  payroll).  Loan  payments  will  also  be 
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deferred  for  six  months.  No  collateral  or  personal  guarantees  are  required. 
Neither  the  government  nor  lenders  will  charge  small  businesses  any  fees. 

Forgiveness  is  based  on  the  employer  maintaining  or  quickly  rehiring  employees 
and  maintaining  salary  levels.  Forgiveness  will  be  reduced  if  full-time  headcount 
declines,  or  if  salaries  and  wages  decrease. 

This  loan  has  a  maturity  of  2  years  and  an  interest  rate  of  .5%.

Practicing  artists  living  in  all  fifty  states,  territories,  and  Tribal  Nations,  working  in 
any  discipline,  are  able  to  apply  for  the  $5,000  grant.  Applicants  must  be  21  or 
older,  able  to  receive  taxable  income  in  the  United  States  regardless  of  their 
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citizenship  status,  and  have  generally  lived  and  worked  in  the  United  States  for 
the  last  two  years.  Due  to  expected  demand,  Artist  Relief  recognizes  it  will  not 
be  able  to  fund  every  applicant.  Artists  demonstrating  the  most  severe  needs 
will  be  prioritized,  with  an  emphasis  on  funding  widely  across  disciplines  and 
geographies,  as  well  as  disability,  ethnicity,  and  gender.  Applications  will  be 
reviewed  and  assessed  for  eligibility  and  need  in  collaboration  with  cultural 
nonprofits  across  the  country,  who  will  assist  in  the  determination  and  selection 
process.

On  March  11,  2020,  the  World  Health  Organization  declared  the  Coronavirus 
(COVID-19)  as  a  pandemic.  On  March  15th,  Los  Angeles  Mayor  Garcetti  issued 
an  Emergency  Order  which  implemented  measures  to  protect  the  public  and 
contain  the  risk  of  contracting  the  COVID-19  virus.  Additionally,  on  March  23rd 
the  Mayor  issued  a  temporary  moratorium  on  evictions  for  non-payment  of  rent 
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for  tenants  who  are  unable  to  pay  rent  due  to  circumstances  related  to  the 
COVID-19  pandemic. 

On  March  30th,  the  Mayor  halted  rent  increases  on  occupied  rental  units  that 
are  subject  to  the  City’s  Rent  Stabilization  Ordinance  (RSO).  Effective  March  31, 
2020,  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  passed  Ordinance  No.  20-0147-S19 
expands  protections  for  tenants  during  the  local  emergency  in  response  to 
COVID-19.  Together,  these  actions  are  designed  to  prevent  unnecessary 
housing  displacement  and  to  prevent  housed  individuals  from  falling  into 
homelessness.

^  Payroll  Protection 


The  Paycheck  Protection  Program  is  a  loan  designed  to  provide  a  direct 
incentive  for  small  businesses  to  keep  their  workers  on  the  payroll.  SBA 
will  forgive  loans  if  all  employees  are  kept  on  the  payroll  for  eight  weeks  and 
the  money  is  used  for  payroll,  rent,  mortgage  interest,  or  utilities.  There  is  no  fee 
to  apply  for  a  Paycheck  Protection  Program  Loan. 

For  small  businesses  to  apply,  they  will  work  directly  with  their  participating 
lender.  Your  local  small  businesses  and  eligible  entities  can  find  their  closest 
participating  lender  at  https://www.sba.gov/pavcheckprotection/find 

Who  can  apply? 
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persons),  private  non-profit  organization  or  501(c)(19)  veterans 
organizations  affected  by  coronavirus/COVID-19. 

•  Businesses  in  certain  industries  may  have  more  than  500  employees  if 
they  meet  the  SBA’s  size  standards  for  those  industries. 

•  Small  businesses  in  the  hospitality  and  food  industry  with  more  than  one 
location  could  also  be  eligible  if  their  individual  locations  employ  less  than 
500  workers 

In  addition  to  the  Paycheck  Protection  Program,  the  SBA  has  a  number  of  other 
resources  available  to  affected  Small  Businesses,  such  as  an  Economic  Injury 
Loan  which  now  includes  an  advance  of  up  to  $10,000.  Also,  the  SBA  has  also 
proactively  offered  debt  relief  for  existing  SBA  loans.

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^  Complete  the  census 


The  2020  California  census  has  arrived!  Be  informed,  be  involved,  and  be 
counted.  Here  is  a  quick  guide  to  the  2020  Census.  Be  prepared!  Please  review 
the  checklist  to  know  what  information  you  will  need  to  complete  the 
questionnaire  easily. 

Why  should  I  participate  in  the  census? 

When  you  complete  the  census,  you’re  standing  up  not  only  for  yourself,  but  for 
you  community 
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•  Over  $115  billion  is  spent  every  year  on  California  schools,  healthcare, 
housing,  transportation,  and  other  vital  programs  determined  by  census 
data. 

•  If  California  doesn’t  have  an  accurate  count,  we  could  lose  a  seat  in 
Congress. 

•  If  you  don’t  complete  the  census,  your  identity  and  community  is  invisible 
to  people  who  have  the  power  to  make  major  decisions  affecting  your  life. 

How  do  I  complete  the  census? 

•  Center  action  kiosks  (CAK)  will  be  located  across  the  City  and  in  your 
community. 

•  On  your  own  internet-ready  computer,  smartphone,  or  tablet 

•  Call  one  of  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau’s  Census  2020  hotlines  to  request  or 
complete  a  questionnaire. 

•  Check  your  mailbox  for  a  questionnaire  from  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau. 

When  does  the  census  happen? 

•  March:  invitations  are  mailed  out  asking  households  to  respond  to  the  new 
online  census.  Reminder  letters  go  out  towards  the  end  of  the  month. 

•  April:  Reminder  postcards  go  to  households  that  haven’t  responded  online. 
You  may  receive  a  reminder  letter  and  paper  questionnaire  if  you  have  not 
responded  by  their  fourth  reminder. 

•  May:  Census  takers  will  visit  households  that  have  not  responded.
